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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argued "Lee does not disclose relationally storing the old address in a database." Applicant claimed a "database relationally 
storing...", not a relational database. Any database stores content relationally by the use of indices, keys, and records. A relational 
database is "a database or database management system that stores information in tables - rows and columns of data - and conducts 
searches by using data in specified columns of one table to find additional data in another table." Microsoft Computer Dictionary, Fifth 
Edition, p 446. A "database relationally storing" data is much broader than a relational database, and reads upon any database that 
stores information. A "relational database" would not read upon any database. If this is Applicant's intended invention. Applicant should 
amend the claim accordingly. 

Applicant should refer back to columns 7 and 8 of the Lee patent in their entirety. In Lee, listings for a user and their email addresses are 
updated in a database. The database contains both new and old information as in column 8, lines 33-48. The address disclosure 
comments in the Final Action were meant to assist Applicant in reading the art, but have been taken out of context. Applicant's claim 
language requires currently a relational database storing an old email address and a new email address. The registrant has the option of 
revealing the address or setting it as a "Knock-Knock" which requires the registrant to release the email address on a case by case basis. 

Applicant's claimed invention is exactly taught by Lee. To aid Applicant further, Applicant should read the Abstract and Summary of Lee 
which further show Lee's teachings. 
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
